GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



C. A. Tilles has returned from his southern 
trip. Mr. Tilles is one of the leading spirits in 
the Arkansas Jockey Club of Little Rock and 
he reports the usual large list of entries to the 
stake ever ts to be run at Clinton Park next 
spring. All western tracks report a decided’ 
falling off in the entries to their two-year-old 
stakes. Little Rook is no exception to the 
general rule in this respect, but both quality 
and quantity are to be found in the older class- 
ics scheduled for decision at the Little Rock 
track this year. 

’It looks as though there is going to be a 
limited supply of two-year-olds in the west this 
season.” declared Mr. Tilles yesterday. ”The 
explanation for this lies in the fact that nearly 
all our prominent breeders dispoeed of their 
yearlings in the east last season. Seventy-five 
per cent, of the buyers were eastern horsemen, 
who never subscribe to western stakes. Barney 
Schreiber and Abe Cabn will have more two- 
year-olds in training this season than almost 
any western horsemen Abe has twenty-one 
head of youngsters in his barn at Memphis 
Tom Hayes also is credited with having the best 
tried two-year-olds at Memphis. One of the 
best is a colt by Hanover, out of Dr. Rice’s 
dam. He also has two very precocious juveniles 
by Strathmore that were also bred at Mc- 
Grathiana, where Hanover reigned as lord of 
the harem. 

’’Charley Patterson also has a big string of 
youngsters at Memphis, the best of which is 
said te be a Hanover colt out of Workmate, the 
da m of Ben Eder. Pat Tomlinson has a num- 
ber of promising juveniles at New Orleans 
and Tom Ryan has a big string of ’fast 
baby runners,’ most of which were sired 
by A1 Farrow, a horse well known to local turf 
ites. Ryan is wintering his stable at Nashville 
track. 

” New Orleans will close for Little Bock this 
year and we expect to give the best meeting 
ever seen at Clinton Park. Pat Tomlinson will 
ship The Conqueror to Little Book as soon as 
the great sou of Sir Dixon fulfils his engage- 
ment in the Crescent City Derby March 17. I 
look for him to win that event without much 
t rouble. The Conqueror is certainly a grand 
specimen of the thoroughbred, having develop- 
ed wonderfully since he was shipped from Bt. 
Louis to New Orleans last year. He is in our 
big three-year-old event.”— St. Louis Republic. 



Ed Corrigan need a little strategy when he 
bought Geyser, one of the best horses that ever 
carried bis colors. When a two-year-old John 
Mackay leased him and Tea Rose, a fast filly, 
and some others to George Bose, the bookmak- 
er. In his bands they were just moderately 
successful. Rose was able to get more out of 
Tea Bose than Geyser, wko had a leg which the 
average owner abhors. It cime to a race one 
day at San Francisco, in which Geyser beat 
Scotch Bose and some other clever gallopers. It 



happened to be a selling affair and the winner 
was in for $500. Bill Murry was not on friendly 
terms with George Rose, They had had some 
disagreement, and Murry was aching for re- 
venge. When Geyser won the corpulent trainer 
said to Corrigan in accents loud enough for Ab 
Stemler, who was some distance away to hear: 
”Ed, I am going to boost that colt. Rose has 
done me dirt and here is a chance to get even.” 
I wouldn’t be os t him,” spoke Corrigan ad- 
visedly. ’’Rose does not own Geyser and, 
furthermore, you haven’t anything in the race. 
Ton can do as yen have a mind to, but if yon 
count my advice of any value, don’t do it.” 

Ab Stemler, who is gruff on tbe surface, but 
big in heart, told Murry that be didn’t think it 
would be good policy to elevate Geyser. 

After getting this double dose of good advice 
Bill changed his mind. That very night Corri- 
gan met Mackay. In the course of the conver- 
sation the former incidentally remarked: ”I 
saved yon a piece of money today.” 

How W8 8 that?” quizzed the Rancho del 
Paso maneger. 

I was instrumental in keeping a man from 
boosting Geyser in that selling race,” rejoined 
Corrigan. 

This statement nettled Mackay, who wanted 
to know the villain’s name and the full particu- 
lars. Cerrigan refused to divulge the name, 
and asked Mackay if his word was not a suffi- 
cient guarantee. Then Mackay said: 

”I’d like to see a man boost Geyser to $1,500.” 
”What would yon do?” asked Corrigan, seem- 
ingly very unconcerned. 

’’You bet I’d let him have him.” 

’’You would?” 

’’Yes, he could have the cripple.’ 

Then Corrigan remarked that be supposed his 
money wbs as good as tbe villain’s, or anybody 
else’s. Mackay said it was, aud Corrigan asked 
to have until tbe next day at noon to look Gey- 
ser over. The time was granted. Corrigan did 
not examine the colt personally, but sent a 
friend in nbom he had confidence. Tbe worst 
the friend found in the horse’s leg was some 
fever. That was one ef the best investments 
Corrigan ever made on the turf. 



Unless there is a change of plans, Odom’s ca- 
reer here will not be as rosy as his admirers 
would like to see. The trouble seems to be too 
much manager. His father, who is looking 
after his interests, has a habit of refusiug 
mounts, then ebasging his mind, after other 
boys have been engaged. There is nothing to 
justify this. If the boy means to ride, this con- 
descending won’t do. It is, of course, pleasing 
to note that the youngster has developed into a 
’’star,” but it must not be forgotten that it was 
these same people who are now being scorned 
that made the boy. Last winter, father and son 
were glad to accept any offer, and it is a mis- 
take for either to try now to pi>se as out of the 
ordinary. A disposition to accommodate all 
comers for old-time’s sake would seem to be the 
graceful thing to do.— New Orleans Picayune. 

The Turf Congress headquarters, over the 
First National Bank in Covington, have been 
fitted up in excellent style by Secretary Hopper, 
and the delegates to the special meeting on 
January 25 will find everything convenieat for 
their use. The congress occupies two rooms, 
one for meeting purposes and tbe other for the 
use of the secretary. The coming meeting will 
ba the first ever held in tbe regular office of the 
congress. Until the last meeting in Chicago 
tbe organization had no regular established 
quarters, and all business was transacted by 
Secretaiy Hopper in the offices of the Latonia 
Jockey Club. The Latonia Association has its 
offices in the rooms adjoining those of the Turf 
Congress.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 



CALIFORNIA’S STALLION STAKH3. 



The California State Board of Agriculture 
opened a b*g stallion stake last fall, stallion 
entries to which closed January 1. It was not 
advertised in the east as it should have been, 
the result being that the entries are almost en- 
tirely California owned sires but they make a 
surprising showing. Concerniag this import- 
ant event last Sunday’s San Francisco Chron- 
icle says : 

’Secretary Shields of the State Board of Agri- 
culture today gave out the nominations for the 
Stallion Stakes of 1902. Seventy-three stallions 
are named. The unprecedented number of en- 
tries assures it of being the richest event ever 
offered or contested for under the State Agri- 
cultural Society. This is the largest number of 
stallions ever entered in a stallion stake, the 
largest previous number being fifty-eight. A 
conservative estimate of the value of the stake 
at the time it will be run off is $10,000, and there 
is every probability that it will be considerably 
richer. From the number of stallions nomi- 
nated and the number of persons interested in 
them as nominators and otherwise it is almost 
certain that 400 foals will be entered in this 
stake January 1, 1901, as every colt sired by tbe 
seventy-three stallions nominated in this stake 
dropped in 1900 will be eligible to contest. The 
entries are as follows :
